M ake Som e C oncessions to Bankers. 


W ashington, Ju ne 27 .—As introdu c­ 
ed in the hou se and senate, the admin­ 
istration cu rrency bill contains the 
three sections which were strick en ou t 
of the original draft and which p rov ide 
for the gradu al retirem ent of the na­ 
tional bank circu lation and the re­ 
fu nding of the 2 p er cent United 
States bonds 
and the su bstitu tion 
therefor of 3 p er cents withou t the cir­ 
cu lating p riv ilege. 
This is the most 
im p ortant change that has been made 
in the bill, and it rep resents a con­ 
siderable concession to the bank ers. 
They also obtained another imp ort­ 
ant concession in regard to the p ower 
of the federal reserv e association to 
fix the rate of discou nt for the federal 
reserv e bank s. This has been changed 
so that the reserv e bank s themselv es 
now hav e the p ower of fix ing a mini­ 
mu m rate of discou nt su bject to re­ 
v iew by the federal reserv e board. 
There has been also a change in re­ 
gard to the reserv es to be maintained 
by cou ntry bank s. While the amou nt 
of reserv e for cou ntry bank s remains 
the same, the following p rov iso has 
been added to the section: 
“Prov ided 
that the federal reserv e board may in 
Its discretion p erm it said rem ainder 
of 15 p er cent reserv e req u ired of 
cou ntry bank * to consist of balances 
on dep osit with any bank in a reserv e 
or central reserv e city , as defined by 
law.” 
In regard to the p ower of the p resi­ 
dent ov er the federal reserv e board, 
Mr. Wilson and his adv isers hav e, how­ 
ev er, y ielded nothing. The board still 
consists of sev en members, all of 
whom are to be ap p ointed either di­ 
rectly or indirectly by the p resident 
The bank ers wanted rep resentation 
on the board, which they ask ed to hav e 
increased to elev en members by the 
ap p ointment of fou r bank ers thereto. 
Fu rtherm ore, the p resident’s p ower 
ov er the board has been strengthened 
by slignt changes that hav e been made 
in sev eral sections of-the measu re. 
Under the sections of the bill which 
hav e been restored the gov ernment is 
au thorized to issu e not only the $500,- 
000,000 of treasu ry notes au thorized in 
the bill in its criginal form, bu t also 
additional notes in an amou nt eq u al 
to the amou nt of national bank notes 
retired. 
The national bank cu rrency 
is to be retired gradu ally ov er a p eriod 
of twenty y ears, bu t the bill in reality 
now carries au thorization for the issu ­ 
ing of the $500,000,000 p lu s $7 12,000,- 
000, the amou nt of the ou tstanding na­ 
tional bank notes. 
The bill in its or­ 
iginal form p rov ided that one-half of 
the net earnings of the federal reserv e 
bank s shall be p aid into the su rp lu s 
fu nd. 
The framers of the measu re 
hav e made a change ap p arently to cor­ 
rect an ov ersight q u alify ing this with 
the words, “after div idend claims hav e 
been met.” 
The bill as altered giv es the federal 
reserv e board more p ositiv ely the 
right to cancel the membership of any 
state bank or trv ist comp any in the 
federal reserv e scheme. 
The bill was immediately referred 
to the ap p rol iation committees both 
in the senate and hou se.

U. S. TO ORGANIZE 
AGRICULTURISTS 


Government to Study Credi t 


Needs of Farmers. 


TO 
TEACH 
CO-OPERATION. 


Departm ent 
of 
Agriculture 
Begins 
Movem ent 
Financed 
by 
Education 
Board, 
Rockefeller Philanthropy— It 
Is Expected That C am paign as P la n ­ 
ned W ill Reduce Cost of Living. 


The broadest inv estigation y et u n­ 
dertak en by Uncle Sam’s dep artm ent 
of agricu ltu re, designed u ltimately to 
solv e some of the great p roblems of 
farm life, is being p lanned for the 
ru ral organization serv ice, which has 
jii'd 
been established by Secretary 
Hou ston. The secretary au d Dr. T. N. 
Carv er of Harv ard, who is at the head 
of the new work , are confident of 
sp lendid resu lts. 
The ru ral organization serv ice will 
work in closest co-op eration with the 
newly created div ision of mark ets, 
which will dev ote its energies p ri­ 
marily to p roblems connected with the 
mark eting of farm p rodu cts at a p rofit. 
In many instances it is not the lack 
of a mark et that p rev ents the farm er 
from tu rning ov er a p rofit, im t inabil­ 
ity to u tilize the means for reaching 
the mark et. 
Secretary Hou ston. Dr. Carv er and 
stu dents of farm economics in general 
long hav e felt that the weak ness of 
agricu ltu re was disorganization. 
This 
disorganization is the natu ral and of­ 
ten necessary resu lt of the v ast nu m­ 
ber of farm u nits, each one a sep arate 
bu siness enterp rise. 
Also it is the 
resu lt of the isolation of farm life and 
the fact that the farm er has learned 
to co-op erate with natu re better than 
with men. 


Intelligent O rganization. 
“The first great p roblem,” said Dr. 
Carv er, 
“is 
intelligent organization. 
There are enormou s difficu lties in the 
way of effectiv e organization. 
Mere 
organization for organization’s sak e 
amou nts to nothing. 
On the other 
hand. Intelligent organization has done 
wonders 
in 
many indu stries. 
The 
citru s fru it indu stry of the Pacific 
coast fu rnishes a wonderfu l ex amp le. 
Unorganized, the orange growers of 
California cou ld not mark et their crop s 
at a p rofit. 
With their p resent effec­ 
tiv e organization the difficu lties in the 
way of reaching the right mark ets are 
redu ced to a minimu m. 
“Tak e another illu stration. The beet 
su gar m anu factu rers are organized. As 
a resu lt they p ay the farm ers who 
raise su gar beets only enou gh to k eep 
them at the work . If the farmers were 
organized and the su gar m anu factu r­ 
ers u norganized the farmers wou ld 
mak e the m anu factu rers p ay at least 
a fair p rofit. 
Unorganized, they can 
only accep t what the m anu factu rer is 
willing to p ay .” 


Plenty of Fund* . 
The ru ral organization serv ice will 
be financed by the general edu cation 
board, one of the p hilanthrop ies of 
John D. Rock efeller. While back ed by 
p ractically u nlimited fu nds, howev er, 
the work will not be done on an ex ­ 
trav agant scale. 
The general edu ca­ 
tion board so far has ap p rop riated only 
enou gh money to mak e a beginning 
and to effect an organization of thor­ 
ou ghly comp etent men.

In ex p laining the case Dr. Weisen- 
berg said*Hiat su ch eases are not rare, 
bu t tha t the Michael boy has grown 
u nu su ally fast ev en for a case of the 
k ind. 
“Op erations on the p itu itary gland 
are freq u ently p erformed,” he said.

Do mestic meat and meat pro ducts 
hav e been finally put under the pro ­ 
v isio ns o f the pure fo o d and drugs act 
as the result o f unanimo us actio u re­ 
cently by the secretaries o f the treas 
ury , agriculture and co mmerce, sup 
po rted by an o pinio n o f the atto rney 
general. 
This means that manufae 
turers o f m eat fo o ds will no w be amen 
able to bo th the fo o d and drugs act 
and the meat inspectio n law. 
The farreaching and radical actio n 
taken was to rev o ke a regulatio n fo r 
the enfo rcement o f the fo o d and drugs 
act, ado pted Oct. 17, 1906. ex empting 
meat and meat fo o d pro ducts and their 
pro ducers fro m the o peratio n o f the 
a c t 
So me time ago Secretary Ho usto n 
asked the atto rney general fo r an o pin­ 
io n as to whether the pro v isio ns o f the 
fo o d and drugs act were applicable to 
meat 
pro ducts prepared under the 
meat inspectio n law, and Mr. Mc­ 
Rey no lds replied that, while the two 
statutes o v erlap to so me ex tent, nei­ 
ther was inco nsistent with the o ther, 
no r did 
co ngress intend 
that o ne 
sho uld be the substitute fo r the o ther. 


La ws Do N ot Conflic t. 
The departm ent o f agriculture no w 
has the i>o wer to treat meat and meat 
pro ducts ex actly like any o ther fo o d 
in interstate co mmerce, but this will in 
no way Interfere with the po wers o f 
the departm ent under the meat inspec­ 
tio n ncL 
The rev o catio n o f the regu­ 
latio ns giv es the go v ernment co ntro l 
o v er mo at fo o ds no t o nly in federally 
inspected establishments, but after the 
meat pro duct has left such establish­ 
ments. 
Meat inspecto rs had no po wer under 
the meat Inspectio n law to seize meat 
o r meat fo o d pro ducts which were ei­ 
ther spo iled o r adulterated after they 
had left a federally Inspected estab­ 
lishm ent 
The o nly remedy to be had 
by the dei>artment was the criminal 
pro secutio n o f nny o ne selling bad 
m eat and ev en then the meat co uld 
no t be co nfiscated o r its sale sto pped. 


M a y Se ize Spoile d M e a t. 
Under the new decisio n It no w will 
be po ssible fo r the go v ernment to seize 
spo iled meo t and prev ent the sale o f 
bad o r adulterated meat and meat 
pro ducts when in interstate co mmerce. 
M anufacturers will be co mpelled to 
co mply with the pro v isio ns o f the fo o d 
and drugs act with respect tb labeling, 
and pro secutio n and seizure fo r mis 
branding and adulteratio n will be po s­ 
sible.

one of the monopolies which

hold, hu t it is lately ap p earing that

foreign and not American in owner­ 
ship.
